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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in response to the amendment received March 29, 2002 wherein the 
case was filed as an RCE. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-17 rejected under 35 U.S.C, 103(a) as being unpatentable over KAWAMURA 
ET AL. 

The claimed invention is drawn to a positive photosensitive resist composition 
comprising a resin binder and an encapsulated inorganic material comprising core particles 
having an average size less than about 10 nanometers, wherein the photoresist is base soluble 
upon activation by radiation. 

KAWAMURA ET AL discloses a photosensitive composition comprising a resin binder 
and inorganic particles as seen in column 25, lines 24 - 55 wherein the particles are present m an 
amount of 2 to 90% by volume. KAWAMURA ET AL lacks the specific use of alumina or 
titanium dioxide in an explicit example. 

It would have been prima facie obvious to one of ordinary skill ha the art of 
photosensitive compositions to use either of alumina or titanium dioxide and reasonably expect 
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same or similar results as those compositions which have improved sensitivity and 
discrimination. 

Motivation is based on the desire to provide good sensitivity and contrast. 

KAWAMURA ET AL is cited to disclose that the radiation sensitive printing plates are 
water developable, col. 2, lines 34-37, which would inherently make the compositions 
developable in a weak base upon exposure to radiation. Secondly, if water is seen as a very 
weak base, it would naturally foUow that the compositions being aqueous base soluble would be 
developable in a stronger base solutions. Thus the newly recited property in claim lis inherent in 
the radiation sensitive printing plates of KAWAMURA ET AL because of its developability in 
water. 

3. This is a RCE of applicant's earlier Application No. 09/5 12,942. All claims are drawn to 
the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been finally rejected on the 
grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the earUer 
application. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL even though it is a first action in 
this case.
